"WE WANT TROUBLE." 


Labor Will Get It.i Rights "When It 


Perceives What Its Ritrlitw Are. 
Dr. Ilillis is right ivhcn he says tbat 


what we want is trouble. The law of 
progress is discontent. And there will 
and should be discontent so long as 
the masses of men, no matter how hard 
they work, remain in pcnerty. Their 
poverty means simply that most of 
what they earn others taUe. 


How to prevent the appropriation by 


the few of the fruits of the mauy's toil 
is the social problem, a problem which 
those who take things rather than 
make things dislike to have discussed 
for the best of business reasons. 


While what we want is trouble, Dr. 


Hillis adds that we also want the 
right I.'"'1 cf ^jen to meet it. 


That is true. And the best intellect 


of the time is given to the study of the 
'"rouble," which is caused by the un- 
just distribution of wealth—the intel- 
lect that is warmed by heart, that rec 
ognizes the claim, of human brother- 
hood and realizes that while selfishness 
rules the world the world must remain 
un-Christian. 


But though many men who do not 


themselves feel the pinch of poverty 
n,re in travail over the problem of pov- 
erty and give its victims the benefit 
of their thinking, the "right kind of 
men" to meet the trouble are those 
who suffer from injustice. 
I\o great 


wrong ever yet was righted by the class 
deriving profit from it, but always by 
the revolt of the victims. 


Labor will get its rights when la- 


borers clearly 
perceive what those 


rights are. 


The trades unions are doing more to 


solve the social problem, to gain for the 
workers a fairer share of what their 
labor produces, ,than all the well to do 
thinkers and philanthropists and chari- 
ty bestowers. These uniona hare cre- 
ated among millions a sense of identity 
of interest, ,a sentiment of comrade- 
ship and a knowledge of the power of 
associated effort. Beading and thinking 
men are numerous in the trades unions, 
and more and more is it being under- 
"stood that monopoly is the cause of 
poverty and therefore the arch foe of 
labor. 


"What we want is trouble"—manly 


dissatisfaction with hard and meager 
conditions of life. In this republic, 
where every man has a rote, there can 
be no excuse for the trouble ever taking 
any other form than that of peaceable 
agitation. Here revolution can be ac- 
complished at the ballot box. And the 
"trouble"' will go on and increase until 
it is settled at the ballot box by intelli- 
gent men who know what they want 
and vote to get it.—Xew York Ajaeri- 
can.

Dr. Hillis is right v.-hcu lie sajs that 


what we v.-ant is. trouble. The law of 
progress is discontent. Aud there will 
and should lie discontent so Ions as 
the masses of men, no matter how hard 
they work, remain ia poverty. Their 
poverty means simply that most of 
what they earn otheis take. 


How to prevent tlie appropriation by 


the few of the fruits of the niuny's toil 
is the social problem, a problem which 
those who take things rather than 
make things dislike to have discussed 
for the best of business reasons. 


While what we want is trouble, Dr. 


Hillis adds that we also want the 
right ki"'l cf men to meet it. 


That is true. Aud tlie best intellect 


of the time is given to the study of the 


which is caused by the un- 


just distribution of wealth—the intel- 
lect that is warmed by heart, that rec- 
ognizes the claim of human brother- 
hood and realizes that while selfishness 
rules the world the world must remain 
un-Christiau. 


Bat though many men who do not 


themselves feel the pinch of poverty 
.arc in travail over the problem of pov- 
erty and give its victims the benefii 
of their thinking, the "right kind of 
men" to meet the trouble are those 
•who suffer from injustice. 
No great 


wrong ever yet was righted by the class 
deriving profit from it, but always by 
the revolt of the victims. 


Labor will get its rights when la- 


borers clearly perceive what those 
rights are. 


The trades unions are doing more to 


solve the social problem, to gain for the 
workers a fairer share of what then- 
labor produces, than all the well to do 
thinkers and. philanthropists and chari- 
ty bestowers. These unions bave cre- 
ated among millions a sense of identity 
of interest,,,a sentiment of comrade- 
ship and a knowledge of the power of 
associated effort. Heading and thinking 
men are numerous in the trades unions, 
and more and more is it being under- 
stood that monopoly is the cause of 
"poverty and therefore the arch foe of 
labor. 


"What we want is trouble"—manly 


dissatisfaction with hard and meager 
conditions of life. In this republic, 
where every man has a vote, there can 
be no excuse for the trouble ever taking 
any other form than that of peaceable 
agitation. Hero revolution can be ac- 
comulished at the ballot bos. And the 
"trouble" will go on and increase until 
it is settled at the ballot box by intelli- 
gent men who know what they want 
and vote to get it.—New York Ameri- 
can.

ebt influence upon the treatment o 
mental diseases and prove of great val 
ue to crimiiiologists as well. 


Professor Gates is well known in the 


scientific world as the pobse&&or of th 
finest private laboratory and work 
shops south of Isew York. 
He has 


been working on his discovery foi 
many years and only perfected the ap 
paratus which is to make the theorj 
capable of demonstration. The appa 
ratus, which is simple in the extreme 
so far as its mechanical attributes are 
concerned, has been tested time am 
again of late and has invariably given 
successful results. 


The apparatus consists of a tall glass 


jar half filled -with a colorless solution 
and to which are attached two glas; 
tubes -which pass through an opening 
in its top. 
One of the tubes has ai 


appliance •which fits over the mouth 
and the other runs to a glass recepta- 
cle containing purified air. When the 
apparatus is fitted <wer the mouth of a 
person and tiie oreath passes through 
the liquid and thence to the glass re 
ceptacle, the varying thoughts within 
the mind are reflected in the changing 
colors of the liquid in the jar, this ac 
tion being due in brief to the effect of 
the variable chemical properties of the 
breath upon the solution. 


So far the experiments have merely 


determined what colors reflect certain 
moods, such as happiness or melan- 
cholia, bnt as the -work progresses and 
considerable more data is compiled it 
is expected that the knowledge of the 
brain colors will gro%v correspondingly. 
It is realized that if a certain color re 
fleets afcCgrJain aiopd, the varying shades 
of that colbr'as'seen In the liquid must 
be reproductions of varying intensities 
or different phases of the same mood. 


For instance, it is believed that when 


complete knowledge and control of the 
•working of tbe "worder bottle" has 
been obtained it will be possible to dif- 
ferentiate the "suicide shade" from the 
general color which is known to indi- 
cate melancholia. This test applied in 
the case of a person suffering from 
acute melancholia and with suicidal 
tendencies would reveal the state of 
the diseased m:nd, which now can only 
be determined indefinitely in most 
cases and would result in the making 
possible an accurate course of treat- 
ment and in precautions to prevent a 
consummation of the idea dominant iu 
the affected brain. 


The value of the discovery in crimi- 


nal cases can be easily seen. It is con- 
tended that sincerity is »s rnnch a 
brain mood a« those which are more 
commonly included in that category; 
hcuce, when further experiments4 have 
determined inoic in regard to the shad- 
ing and blending of the different colors 
reproduced by the apparatus, a knowl- 
edge of the truth ot" the c-olor will 
make unnecessary the application of the 
"thirty-third degree" system through 
which suspects are now put. as a te?t 
with the "wonder bottle" will deter- 
mine at once whether the accused is 
telling the truth or not.

A step towards the establishing of 


good roads in the country has just 
been taken by the postoffice depart- 
ment. For many months an effort has 
been made by the authorities at Wash- 
ington to get the roads in good shape 
all over the country for the benefit of 
the rural carriers. With this object in 
view the department at Washington 
has sent out the following circular let- 
ters, one having just been received by 
Postmaster J. M. Ickes, of Newark, as 
follows: 


No. 1. he department looks to the 


patrons of the rural free delivery ser- 
vice, who are receiving the benefits 
of the service, to use their utmost per- 
sonal endeavor, and also to exert their 
influence with the road supervisors, or 
with those officials who are responsi- 
ble for the condition of the highways; \ 
to the end that the roads traveled by 
the rural carriers may be always kept j 
open and in such passable shape that 
the service can be regularly and punc- 
tually performed. 


No 2 'Should the regularity of the 


service be needlessly dstroyed a' 
the result of inattention and lack o 
care bestowed on the highways, 
the 


permanent withdrawal of the delivery 
will very likely result. 


No. 3. Rural letter carriers are re 


quired to serve their route regularly al 
ill seasons of the year and in every 
"dnd of weather -when it can he done 
•vithout seriously imperilling their 
'ives or endangering their conveyances 
if the U. S mail which is in their cus 
tody. 


No. 4 Patrons should clear away 


'he snow drifts «b' that carriers can 
irive up to and reach boxes 
from 


'heir vehicles without dismounting. 


No. 5. It is NOT a part of the car 


ier's duty to break out the roads after 
•evere snow storms. 


No. 6 Rural carriers are expected 


o energetically fry 'to serve 'their 
•outes even though 
the 
conditions 


•nay be extremely adverse and any 
mdue lack of zeal on their part should 
be promptly brought to the attention

their age, but from the time the child 
is seven years old the mother must 
wear mourning for one year, but this 
affliction is tempered with mercy, and 
she may go into half mourning at the 
end of six months. 


Half mourning in these days while 


black and white are so very chic is no 
sjreat penance, and the outwaid show 
of grief is graded very carefully in 
France, for, -while one must wear full 
mourning for brothers, sisters and 
grandparents for nine months, full 
mourning with crape veils and folds 
are not required after the first three 
months, silken sorrow three months 
and half mourning three months. For 
an uncle or aunt, unless the defunct 
left the mourner a fortune—when the 
mourning is worn longer, though per- 
haps not felt so deeply—three months 
is the limit set For a first cousiu six 
weeks are enough, and for a second 
cousin three weeks are considered long 
enough.

inelrose, armure, albatross and some of 
the fine cheviots. None of these is suit- 
able for first mourning but the eudora, 
henrietta or inelrose. 
Cloth, Venetian 


and some of the new wem es in mohair 
will answer for second best if trimmed 
with crape in approved fashion. 


It must be understood that no crape 


is suitable for the bands and folds or 
even for the veils except the old stand- 
ard English courtauld, bnt the French 
crepe will answer for other trimmings. 
For instance, some of the Monte Carlo 
coats have capes over the shoulders 
co\crcd with the English and puffings 
or shirrings or plaitings of the French 
crepe at the edge. The first is heavy 
and somber, while the second is light- 
er and much more transparent. Italian 
crepe is also frequently employed in 
trimming the heavier crape. China 
crepe is often seen in mourning, but 
only as a dress to be trimmed with the 
English crape.

In the autumn of 1S7G 1 was travel- 


ing in Europe with niv f.unlly. my wife 
and two little diitighter", and the 30th 
of Xovmbcr found t:.s at a small Ua»- 
sian vill-ijjc at •ulucli the railroad f«v- 
tnii.iitcd.

DISPATCHES IN BOMBS. 


}Vevr JJetliod ol Sending; Messages In 


Wartime, 


One of the moit interesting sugges- 


tions recently submitted to the military 
authorities is that made by Captain 
Harcim Beverly Littlepage, at present 
employed in the division of naval war 
records in the navy department, says 
the Washington Post. 
It is a new 


method m the forwarding of dispatches 
in the time of war, a sjstem by which 
time TviH be almost obliterated, "while 
there Trill be no danger of the courier 
falling into the hands of the foe. 


The means is an ^ordinary cannon, 


from -which a ''dispatch boom'' can bfe 
fired to the distance to •which a shell 
is sent. The projectile is a cylinder or 
sphere so constructed as to insure its 
flight, its explosion at the proper time, 
its breaking into harmless fragments 
and at the same tinse unfolding a trail- 
ing streamer of any eoloi- piefcried, 
containing the message. 


A dispatch at night could be made of 


luminous ribbon, so as to be readily 
found in the darkness, while the shell 
itself v.-ould be so pyrotechnic in char- 
acter that it would plainly indicate its 
course -while in the sky and be easily 
seen at its explosion. The shell, -which 
can be timed so as to explode at any 
point desired, is so arranged that -when 
explosion takes place the sides of the 
projectile will fall apart, releasing the 
ribbon 011 which the message is -nritten 
and allowing it to trail on the ground.

Washington, Dec. 30.—The formula- 


ton of the protocol between Venp- 
ntcla and the allies will take place in 
Washington. Herbert Bowen. United 
States minister of Venezuela, will rep- 
resent Venezuela ana rsay De here 
within ten days to meet the German 
Bntis.li and Italian amba&badors in 
conference to agree iii^on the text cf 
the protocol. 


The fact that the United States sent 


to Mr. Bowen dispatches covering the 
terms of the allies, coupled with the 
fact that Mr. Bowen was chosen as 
representative of the 
allies during 


the rupture of diplomatiic relations 
with Venezuela, make it particularly 
certain that the allies will accept him 
now as the representative of Venez- 
uela. It is said here, however, that 
Mr. Bowen will serve in his nonoffl- 
cial capacity. 


As, however, Mr. Bowen is an Amer- 


ican citizen and thoroughly imbued 
with the spirit and motives of the 
state department, he will be substan- 
tially the official representative of the 
United States also ac these important 
preliminary conferences. 


The state department is making all 


haste to get the protocol in shape for 
signature before any headway can be 
made by Matos and especially such 
headway as might overturn the Castro 
government. 


The administration is not disposed 


to regard with favor the progress of 
Matos, because it seems that if Matos 
should triumph he would owe his ps- 
sition to Germany and Great Britain 
and might object to Mr. Bowen as 
Venezuela's representative. He would 
in ail probability insist on a Venezu- 
elan as much committed as he is to 
the allies. 


It is morally certain that with the 


communication c£ the allies sent to 
Mr Bowen today by the state depart- 
ment went some advice that Castro 
agree quickly to the foreign terms. 


The apologies will probably be 


forthcoming soon so as not to become 
matter for any parties to discuss ex- 
cept those concerned directly. 


There is reason to believe that the 


United States has counselled Castro to 
accept the German ultimatum of pre- 
payment of the ?300,000 which Ger- 
many claims Venezuela has 
already 


acknowledged to be a just debt and 
vhich was arrived at by a mixed com- 
mittee about two years ago in Vene- 
zuela. 


Castro will also be advised to accept 


the principle insisted on in the allies' 
notes received here, that the debts tie- 
long to the category of those questions 
which are the subject of diplomatic 
negotiation and are not merely a sub- 
ject for local settlement by the courts 
of Venezuela. 


The remaining questions are the 


amounts to be held by The Hague to 
be due after the process of auditing. 


The allies, it is understood here, 


will maintain the blockade at least 
until the protocol has been signed. An 
effort will he made by Mr. Bowen to 
insert a clause dissolving the blockaa0 


with the signature of the document.
